Has STD 


Study finds ‘shocking’ rates 
of diseases among teenagers 

CHICAGO I At least one in four teenage 
American girls has a sexually transmitted 
disease, suggests a first- of-its -kind federal 
study that startled some adolescent-health 
experts. 

Some doctors said the numbers might 

be a reflection of both 

abstinence-only sex edu- 
cation and teens’ own 
sense of invulnerability. 

Because some sexually 
transmitted infections 
can cause infertility 
and cancer, U.S. health 
officials called for bet- 
ter screening, vaccina- 
tion and prevention. 

Only about half of 
the girls in the study 
acknowledged having 

had sex. Some teens 

define sex as only intercourse, yet other 
types of intimate behavior including oral 
sex can spread some diseases. 

Among those who admitted having sex, 
the rate was even more disturbing — 40 per- 
cent had an STD. “This is pretty shocking,” 
said Dr. Elizabeth Alderman, an adolescent 
medicine specialist at Montefiore Medical 
Center’s Children’s Hospital in New York. 

The overall STD rate among the 838 
girls in the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention study was 26 percent, which 
translates to more than 3 million girls nation- 
wide.

Fed announces it will 
pump $200 billion 
into financial markets 

NEW YORK I Wall Street finally found 
a reason for a huge rally Tuesday 
after the Federal Reserve said it 
plans to pump $200 billion into 
the financial markets to help ease 
the strain from the credit crisis. 
The Dow Jones industrial average 
shot up more than 416 points, its 
biggest one -day point gain since 
July 2002. 

The Fed’s program is part of a 
worldwide effort to help struggling 
banks and mortgage providers. The 
Fed — acting in concert with the 
European Central Bank, the Bank 
of Canada and the Swiss Nation- 
al Bank — agreed to loan invest- 
ment banks money in exchange for 
debt, including slumping mortgage- 
backed securities. 

The move is meant to essentially 
create a market for assets that inves- 
tors have been too scared to buy. 

“The Fed is basically going to 
take the bad loans off the banks’ 
books, and the market seems to 
be loving that idea,” said Peter 
Dunay, chief investment strate- 
gist at Meridian Equity Partners.

Adm. Fallon denies 
reports of rift with 
Bush over Iran policy 

WASHINGTON | The top U.S. mili- 
tary commander for the Middle 
East resigned Tuesday amid spec- 
ulation about a rift over U.S. pol- 
icy in Iran. 

Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
said Adm. William J. Fallon, whose 
area of responsibility includes Iraq, 
had asked for permission to retire 
and that Gates agreed. Gates said 
the decision was entirely Fallon’s 
and that Gates believed it was “the 
right thing to do.” 

Fallon was the subject of an arti- 
cle published last week in Esquire 
magazine that portrayed him as 
opposed to President Bush’s Iran 
policy. It described Fallon as alone 
voice against military action to stop 
the Iranian nuclear program. 

“Recent press reports suggesting 
a disconnect between my views and 
the president’s policy objectives have 
become a distraction at a critical time 


and hamper efforts in the Centcom 
region,” Fallon said in a statement. 

Gates announced that Fallon’s 
top deputy. Army Lt. Gen. Martin 
Dempsey, will take over temporar- 
ily when Fallon leaves. 

Gates described as “ridiculous” 
any notion that Fallon’s departure 
signals the United States is plan- 


ning to go to war with Iran. And he 
said “there is a misperception” that 
Fallon disagrees with the adminis- 
tration’s approach to Iran. 

Fallon, 63, a veteran of the 
Vietnam War and a former vice 
chief of naval operations, has 
served in the Navy for 41 years.

Study: Americans 
Are Sleeping More 


Researchers challenge 
notion that people are 
not resting properly 

Americans are not as sleep deprived 
as they think they are, and in fact 
appear to be getting more Zs these 
days than they got a few years ago, 
according to an independent analy- 
sis of government statistics. 

“Many Americans work too 
much, but most do not seem to be 
cutting corners on their sleep to do 
so,” said John P. Robinson, a sociolo- 
gist at the University of Maryland, 
who led the analysis with faculty 
colleague Steven Martin. 

Their report, scheduled for 
release by the university Wednes- 
day, finds that Americans on aver- 
age got 59 hours of sleep per week in 
2005, the latest year for which pre- 
cise statistics are available. That is 
three hours more than in 2000. 


The new numbers contrast sig- 
nificantly with the 2008 “Sleep in 
America” poll, the oft-quoted survey 
conducted annually by the Washing- 

ton-basedNational 

1^^ Sleep Foundation, 

which advocates 
for better diagno - 
sis and treatment 
of sleep problems. 

The differ- 
ence, experts said, 
reflects the two 
groups’ method- 

ologies. The Sleep 

Foundation survey asks Americans 
to estimate how much sleep they typ- 
ically get. By contrast, the Maryland 
analysis draws upon detailed “time- 
use” data collected by the U.S. Cen- 
sus Bureau for the Department of 
Labor Statistics. In that approach, 
individuals must account for every

MANCHESTER, ENGLAND 

City Police Chief Who Had 
Been Missing Is Found Dead 

A city police chief who led an inves- 
tigation into charges that Britain 
cooperated with secret CIA flights to 
transportterrorism suspects without 
formal proceedings has been found 
dead, his deputy said Tuesday. Man- 
chester Chief Constable Michael 
Todd, 50, was found dead in Snow- 
donia, about 240 miles northwest 
of London, Deputy Chief Constable 
Dave Whatton said. He had been 
missing since Monday, (ap) 

THE HAGUE, NETHERLANDS 

Croatian Generals Are Tried 
For Killing Serbs in 1995 

Three generals regarded as national 
heroes in Croatia went on trial Tues- 
day, accused of orchestrating the 
killing of at least 150 Serbs in a 1995 
military campaign that unleashed 
widespread murder. Ante Gotovina, 
Ivan Cermak and Mladen Markac 
are also accused of responsibility 
for the expulsion of up to 200,000 
people in the offensive, known as 
“Operation Storm,” to reclaim part

Ministry: 2 American Aid 
Workers Attacked in Sudan 

Two U.S. aid workers, a husband 
and wife team of the U.S. -based 
Samaritan’s Purse ministry, were 
attacked and beaten in a southern 
Sudanese region, the organization 
said Tuesday. A press statement from 
the Boone, N.C., ministry that car- 
ries out aid work in Africa, includ- 
ing in Sudan where it has dozens of 
international field staff, called the

Activists Who Clashed With 
Japan Whalers Return Home 

Activists who have clashed violently 
with Japanese whalers in Antarctic 
waters in recent months were head- 
ed back to port Tuesday because they 
were running out of fuel.

LAHORE, PAKISTAN I Wailing women 
in headscarves searched frantically 
for their children as rescue workers 
pulled mutilated bodies from the 
rubble and men in blood- splattered 
traditional white Muslim gowns 
searched for survivors. 

Two suicide bombs Tuesday hit 
Pakistan’s cultural hub of Lahore, 
killing at least 24 people, wounding 
200 and spreading terror through 
a population that increasingly fears 
it is living in a war zone — with 
attacks getting bigger, closer and 
more devastating. 

“We never saw such attacks and 
such scenes in Pakistan, especial- 
ly in Lahore. It is more like Iraq. I 
saw the images on TV — just like 
in Iraq,” said Nasir Mamood, a 52- 
year-old selling wallets in Lahore’s 
Anarkali market. “It is very fright- 
ening. It is terrible.” 

The bombs ripped through a 
Lahore police headquarters and a 
business located near a house owned 
by the widower of slain opposition 
leader Benazir Bhutto. 


At an elementary school near 
one of the blasts, children lugging 
backpacks ran into the arms of their 
frantic parents. One mother covered 
her mouth in horror as she swept 
up her wounded daughter, a crude 
bandage on the girl’s forehead. 

Doctors at Lahore hospitals said 
the dead included a 3 -year- old girl.

The spread of such attacks across 
Pakistan — from its unruly tribal 
regions to normally peaceful cities

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I Belgium’s 
banks and government announced 
$170 million in restitution Tuesday 
for the Jewish community and fam- 
ilies of Holocaust survivors whose 
property and goods were looted by 
Nazi occupiers. 

Overall, $54 million will be paid 
to individual claimants, with the 
rest going to a Jewish trust to help 
the poor and keep alive the memory 


of the horrors of World War 11. 

“In a certain way, justice has 
been done. Unfortunately, there 
are people who never came back” 
from the Nazi death camps, said 
Eli Ringer, the co- chair of the com- 
mittee on the restitution of Jew- 
ish assets.

Iraq Violence Kills Dozens 


At least 42 people slain 
on Tuesday; U.S. notes 
deaths of 3 soldiers 

BAGHDAD I Violence killed at least 
42 people Tuesday, including 16 
bus passengers caught in a road- 
side bombing in southern Iraq, after 
the deadliest day for U.S. troops in 
precisely six months. 

The U.S. military announced 
that three American soldiers were 
killed in a roadside bombing north 
of Baghdad on Monday, bringing 
to eight the number of troops who 
died that day. 

The last time so many U.S. mili- 
tary personnel were killed in Iraq 
was Sept. 10, when 10 died. 

Bloodshed has increased recent- 
ly, despite what the military said has 
been a 60 percent drop in attacks 
across Iraq since June. Last Thurs- 
day, two massive bombs killed 68 
people in Baghdad’s Karradah 
neighborhood. On March 3, two 
car bombings killed 24 people in 
the capital.

According to an Associated Press 
count, at the height of unrest from 
November 2006 to August 2007, 
on average approximately 65 
Iraqis died each day as a result of 
violence. 

As conditions improved, the 
daily death toll steadily declined. 
It reached its lowest point in more 


than two years on January 2008, 
when an average of 20 Iraqis died 
each day. 

Those numbers have since 
jumped. In February, approxi- 
mately 26 Iraqis died each day 
as a result of violence, and so 
far in March, that number is up 
to 39 daily. These figures reflect 
the months in which people were 
found, not necessarily — in the case 
of mass graves — the months in 
which they were killed. 

Military spokesman Rear 
Adm. Gregory Smith said Sunday 
that recent violence should not be 
taken as evidence of “an increase 
or a trend of an increase.” 

“I think we need to continue to 
look at historically what has hap- 
pened over the last year to really 
put in perspective a one -week or 
two -weeks’ worth of activity inside 
Baghdad,” Smith said.

Hundreds defy ban 
on demonstration, start 
6 -month walk to Tibet 

RANITAL, INDIA | Hundreds of Tibet- 
an exiles pressed ahead Tuesday 
with a march from northern India 
to their Himalayan homeland, defy- 
ing a police ban on the demonstra- 
tion against Beijing’s hosting of the 
2008 Olympics. 

The march, which started 
Monday, was expected to take six 
months, reaching Tibet during the 
Aug. 8 -24 Beijing Games in a bid to 
turn the Olympic spotlight to Chi- 
na’s often harsh 57-year rule over 


the Himalayan region. 

It was one of several events 
launched around the world Monday 
by Tibetans commemorating their 
1959 uprising against China.

Vacancy Exemptions Challenged 


Graham, Cheh lead 
effort for D.C. to repeal 
28 -year-old provision 

City Council members Jim Graham 
and Mary Cheh Tuesday called for 
emergency legislation to repeal a 
28 -year-old provision in District 
law that they say encourages prop- 
erty owners to drive tenants from 
rent- controlled apartments. 

Vowing to crack down on abu- 
sive landlords, the council mem- 
bers said they will propose ending 


the blanket use of “vacancy exemp- 
tions,” which allow landlords who 
empty their buildings to convert 
to condominiums without tenant 
approval or paying thousands of 
dollars in fees. 

Graham and Cheh said they 
would propose the change at the 
District Council’s April 1 meeting. 
If approved, the change would take 
effect immediately. Cheh said she 
will then push for a permanent 
repeal later this year. 

The council members are consid- 
ering whether developers who turn

long-vacant, blighted properties into 
affordable housing could continue 
to claim exemptions. 

“The exemption is just too great 
an incentive for landlords to force 
tenants out of their homes by coer- 


cion or just by letting the building 
become uninhabitable,” Cheh said.

More than 200 wild cats will be 
trapped in the coming days at a 
trailer park in Chantilly and euth- 
anized, over protests from a group 
of residents who have been feeding 
and caring for them for years. 

Some residents of the Meadows 
of Chantilly, a trailer park just off 
busy Route 50, saw posted notices 
from the park’s management com- 
pany late Monday that said it would 
begin trapping the animals imme- 
diately and removing them from the 
community. On Tuesday, the com- 
pany removed the fliers in response 
to a neighborhood uproar. 

Residents have been working 
with a feral- cat advocacy group 
called Alley Cat Allies since 2002 


to humanely control the cat popu- 
lation at the park by trapping the 
animals so they could be vaccinat- 
ed, neutered or spayed. About 226 
cats have been fixed and 129 kittens 
have been removed and put up for 
adoption, supporters said. 

But dozens of other residents 
have long complained about the 
cats, saying they dig up gardens, 
kill birds and litter the communi- 
ty’s tiny yards with feces. 

“They’re like wild animals. You 
cannot bring them into your home 
and expect them to be curled up 
on your lap.” said Michelle Han- 
kins, a spokeswoman for the 
Fairfax County Animal Shelter.

demeanors to every kid in College 
Park,” home of the state’s flagship 
university, scoffed Sen.

At Pawn Shops, 
Gold Is Rushing In 


Many Americans 
are trading in jewelry 
as metal’s price soars 

C H I C AGO I A new kind of gold rush is 
unfolding at jewelry store and pawn 
shop counters — featuring not pros- 
pectors, but consumers. 

White-collar workers, retirees 
and many others have been dig- 
ging through jewelry boxes and 
safety deposit boxes to cash in as 
gold prices flirt with $1,000 per 
ounce. Coins, old wedding rings, 
necklaces, hand-me-down gold 
pieces — everything is fair game 
when it brings this kind of profit. 

Shop owners across the country 
are marveling about the phenome- 
non they say began in the latter part 
of 2007 and accelerated through the 
winter, reflecting torrid gold demand 
like no one had ever seen. 

“Everybody’s trying to sell,” said 
Richard Rozhko, owner of a jewelry 
store on the northern edge of Chi- 
cago. “People are trying to cash out 


because they don’t believe that gold’s 
going to go higher than $1,000 or 
$1,200” per ounce. 

At Gold Star Pawn Shop in 
Eastlake, Ohio, where the Cleve- 
land-area economy is suffering, 
manager Marc Berman said peo- 
ple come in regularly with broken 
gold chains, rings with marks on 
them and scrap gold to get more 
money in their pockets. 

“I think it’s more about gas prices 
than anything else,” he said. “Peo- 
ple are bringing in anything to try 
to get money to put a few gallons 
in the tank.” 

The clientele at Palace Pawnbro- 
kers in downtown San Diego has 
gone more upscale as gold prices 
have soared. Owner Jeff Bernard 
said it’s a mixture of those who seem 
to need the money more than ever 
and those who want it. 

“With gold knocking on the 
$1,000 door, they can actually pay 
off a bill, do something significant 
with [the trade],” Bernard said.

Team struggles to stay 
in playoff hunt since 
briefly being in first 

CAPITALS I With two self-inflicted 
defeats in two crucial games last 
weekend, the Washington Capitals 
find themselves with yet another 
mountain to climb if they are going 
to make the NHL playoffs for the 
first time since 2003. But this time 
they have less than four weeks, rath- 
er than four months, to do it. 

On Saturday, the Caps lost in 
Boston, 2-1, after giving the Bru- 
ins two five -on-three power plays 
in the final five minutes. The next 
day, rookie Nicklas Backstrom 
fired the puck into his own net 
with 28 seconds remaining, gift- 
ing Pittsburgh the victory. Coach 
Bruce Boudreau called it “officially 
heartbreaking.” 

The club already has proven 
it can recover from apparently 
hopeless situations, surging from 
the NHL basement to first place in 


its division between Thanksgiving 
and early February. Now, thanks to 
5-5-3 slump over the past month, 
the Caps (32-30-8) sit seven points 
behind division-leading Carolina 
and six points out of the Eastern 


Conference’s final playoff berth with 
just 12 games remaining. 

“We still have a goal in mind of 
how many games we’ve had to win 
to get in the playoffs. Now we give 
ourselves less chance of error, that’s 


all,” Boudreau said. 

The Caps host Calgary on 
Wednesday night as part of a 
four-game homestand that ends 
Sunday, but they head out on a six- 
game road trip starting next week. 
Since NHL play resumed following 
the 2004-05 lockout, at least 92 
points have been required to make 
the playoffs in the East every year. 
To get there, the Caps would have 
to win 10 of their last 12. 

“We haven’t had a great run of 
five, six, seven in a row the whole 
year,” Boudreau said. “That doesn’t 
necessarily mean it’s not going to 
happen. We’re that close.” 

Like GM George McPhee, who 
acquired three veterans at the trade 
deadline to boost the Caps’ play- 
off prospects, the players seem to 
believe in Boudreau. 

“We made our push more diffi- 
cult, but you never know,” Sergei Fed- 
erov said. “I think coach will regroup 
us. He’s very good with younger play- 
ers and he knows how to fire up this

As far north as you 
can fly, polar bears 
are a tourist’s dream 

DESTINATIONS! One disconcerting 
thing about sightseeing on these fro- 
zen Arctic islands at the edge of the 
polar ice pack: The biggest tour- 
ist attractions might be returning 
your stare. And to them, you’re a 
potential meal. 

There are an estimated 4,000 
to 5,000 polar bears on or around 
Svalbard, an Arctic archipelago 
in Norway as far north as you 
can fly on a commercial flight. At 
about 78 degrees north latitude, 
it is less than 620 miles from the 
North Pole. 

Polar bears are so elusive that 
British researcher Tony van Eyken, 
a two-year resident of Spitsbergen, 
the largest island, cited a local joke: 
“You can either carry a rifle or a 
camera, because if you have a cam- 
era, you’ll never see a bear.” 

Later, apparently worried, he

sent an SMS warning that polar 
bears should not be taken lightly. 
“Don’t seriously encourage anyone 
to carry only a camera and not a 


gun,” he wrote. 

The Svalbard experience is also 
the sting of minus- 40 -degree winds 
on a pinpoint of skin left uncovered 


while snowmobiling across a gla- 
cier; wrestling boisterous sled dogs 
into harnesses; crawling like clumsy 
seals into an ice grotto; or hearing 
disturbing creaking of the overhead 
rocks deep in a coal mine. 

But you don’t need to be as fit as 
a polar explorer. 

“We get all kinds of people, from 
all over the world,” said Sigurd Dan- 
iel Nerhus, a local dogsled guide. 

The vistas, like the cold, are stun- 
ning: icy glaciers, snowy mountains 
that seem to burst from the frosty 
sea, spectacular Northern Lights 
displays in the darkness of win- 
ter’s Nov. 11 to Jan. 30 polar night. 
During summer, the Midnight Sun 
rises on April 20 and doesn’t set 
until Aug. 23. 

“We thought we would try some- 
thing different from going [to the 
warm beaches] of southern climes,” 
said Odd Gunnar Hang of Oslo on a 
bitter cold March day with his wife 
and two sons. “I’m not sure the boys 
knew what they were getting into.”

Jeremy Sisto is a 
youthful addition to 
an old man’s series 

SLEUTH I Jeremy Sisto says there 
are special challenges that come 
with following in the footsteps of 
Dennis Farina and Jerry Orbach 
on an iconic show like the 18 -year- 
old “Law & Order” (10 p.m., NBC, 
Weds.). 

Undoubtedly, Sisto must cre- 
ate a new kind of character in 
Detective Cyrus Lupo that’s dis- 
tinct from those of his predeces- 
sors. And there’s a different kind of 
pressure in joining along-running 
series than in creating a character 
on one that’s just beginning. 

“My emotional commitment 
— and the challenges for me as an 
actor — cannot be the same as they 
were on ‘Six Feet Under,’ playing a 
guy in love with his sister,” Sisto 
admits. “I was on that show for five 
years. I’ll always be a visitor on ‘Law 
& Order,’ no matter how long I’m on 
it. ‘Law & Order’ is a fun trip, but 
I’ll never be identified as the ‘Law 
& Order’ guy.” 

Sisto acknowledges he was 
brought on to attract a young- 
er demographic and to create 
a youthful energy on the show, 
particularly in his relationship 
with partner Detective Ed Green

(played by Jesse L. Martin). The 
two men share an almost broth- 
erly dynamic that’s new to “L&O.” 
“I’m trying to make Cyrus goofier, 
meeker, and less hardened than the 
others, though he will become more 
hardened with time,” the 33 -year- 
old Sisto says. 

“But the biggest challenge is 
making exposition sound real 
and grounded and not like expo- 
sition. Also, the characters rarely 
get a chance to show life’s textures 
or reveal much about their back- 
story. That’s a challenge.” Still, 
elements of Cyrus’ biography are 
already known or have been hint- 
ed at: He had a troubled relation- 
ship with his late brother, a bout 
with heavy drinking that result- 
ed in the death of an officer, and 
a stint with the NYPD overseas, 
doing intelligence work on terror- 
ists; for a number of years, he has 
not carried a gun. 

Currently, his thoughts are on 
“L&O,” hopeful that some of the 
more personal, unexplored parts 
of Cyrus’ life will have a chance to 
emerge, though he doesn’t think 
it’s likely within the confines of 
this structured program. “Cyrus is 
studying to become a lawyer at night 
school,” notes the actor. “I’d like to 
see him affected by his cases, filter- 
ing them as a man now studying law.”

No DVD for the Faint of Heart 


Bask in the violence, 
gore and genius of ‘No 
Country for Old Men’ 

DVD I People who have not seen “No 
Country for Old Men” invariably 
ask: Is it really that violent? 

Well, yeah. At least as violent 
as one might expect from a film 
about a remorseless killer who 
bumps people off with the help 
of a compressed-air tank. But it’s 
not the blood that gets you. It’s the 


intense sense of foreboding in “No 
Country” — the knowledge that the 
boots of Anton Chugurh (played by 
Oscar- winner Javier Bardem) will 
flash beneath a hotel doorway — 
that makes viewers squirm for much 
of the film’s 122 -minutes. 

But this isn’t “Saw IV”- style 
squirming; this is Best Picture- 
winner squirming. Viewers may 
occasionally avert their eyes, but 
they also will marvel at the Coen 
brothers’ masterful direction and 
puzzle over what may be one of the 


most maddeningly abrupt endings 
in cinema history. 

Given all the accolades earned by 
this film, including four Academy 
Awards, fans may expect a DVD with 
abit more heft. Unfortunately, a mere 
three featurettes are the only extras 
that accompany the movie. The half- 
hour “The Making of ‘No Country 
for Old Men,”’ is by far the best; the 
other two, which focus on the Coens 
and Tommy Lee Jones’ character, can

Oh, and funny. Snoop 
proves unstoppable 
with offering No. 9 

MUSIC I Leave it to Snoop Dogg to 
breathe new life (and a few laughs) 
into a borderline -overused urban 
music trend. 

On the slinky first single, “Sex- 
ual Seduction,” of his new album, 
“Ego Trippin’,” the West Coast rap 
veteran used the popular Auto -Tune 
processor — the production device 
that digitizes music to sound much 
like Roger Troutman’s vocoder- 
assisted vocals — and scored with 
a major hit and a hilarious ’80s- 
inspired throwback video. 

But that shrewd ability stay in 


step with the times while not tak- 
ing himself too seriously is partly 
what has enabled Snoop to extend 
his career long past his gangsta- 
rapping, early ’90s heyday. 

After more than 15 years. 
Snoop may be covering familiar 
lyrical terrain on his ninth studio 
album, “Ego Trippin’.” His brags 
again reference his gangsta-slim 
sex appeal, his gang affiliation 
and his undeniable star power. 
But Snoop’s brand of cool makes 
the redundancies seem more like 
excusable character ticks than artis- 
tic liabilities. 

On “Press Play,” a stellar, horn- 
accented track produced by DJ 
Quik, Snoop explains: “Still tok- 
ing, title holding. Desert Eagle 4- 






5 toting ... yeah. I’m still focused.” 

For periods of “Ego Trippin’,” 
Snoop does sound focused. The 
first half is chocked with bangers, 
including a wistful look back at his 
career, “Neva Have 2 Worry,” and 
the bass-heavy, Neptunes -helmed 
“Sets Up.” But two -thirds in, it’s 
clear that Snoop has trouble edit- 
ing himself as he crams in odes 
to a range of musical influenc- 
es. “Cool” is an average remake 
of the Time’s synth-funk party- 
starter. 

“Staxxx in My Jeans” meekly 
mimics the trunk-rattling South- 
ern rap sound and contains an 
inane, slo-mo hook: “My pockets 
look like Re -Run’s/ your pockets 
look like Raj.” 

Snoop even goes country-west- 
ern on the Everlast-produced “My 
Medicine.”

History 


Roanoke citizens 
pitch in to preserve a 
community cemetery 

Loved ones laid the Rev. James D. 
Walker to rest in 1944 and later his 
\vife, Maggie, in 1952. 

An elegant, granite headstone 
etched with the couple’s names also 
contains the poignant words, “Gone, 
But Not Forgotten.” 

“Those are the ones that get to 
you,” Ann Bird, clutching a clip- 
board, said as she stepped over 
fallen limbs in the abandoned wil- 
derness that is Springwood Burial 
Park in Roanoke, Va. 

“Gone but not forgotten,” she 
repeated wistfully. “I’m afraid 
they’ve been forgotten.” 

The Walkers’ graceful, dark- 
gray tombstone has weathered 
the decades, but their resting place 
near Lincoln Terrace Elementary 
School has not. 

Once a well-kept tranquil park 


in Northwest Roanoke where black 
Roanokers with names such as 
Blanche Avery and Arthur Colson 
truly could rest in peace, the burial 
ground has become an urban waste- 
land unknown to many Roanokers 
and forgotten by others. 

Everyone, that is, except Bob 
Bird, his wife, Ann, and their Boy 
Scout Troop 5 of Oakland Baptist 
Church. 

Bob Bird, 63, doesn’t own the 
cemetery. Yet he has made it his 
project. 

Since November, the retired 
Roanoke municipal auditor and 
his wife have been surveying the 
graves one by one and using a com- 
puter to document them by loca- 
tion and name, when they could 
find a marker. 

So far, they have cataloged 
about 250 plots and created a 
code to determine whether each 


plot is marked with a tombstone, 
a funeral home aluminum marker 
or some other means. People were 
buried in Springwood between 
1937 and 1979.

As one would expect from a 
former auditor. Bird’s work on the 
four-month- old project is recorded 
in fastidious detail. 

A genealogy hobbyist. Bird wants 
to share his information with the 
public. He plans to provide a copy 
of his spreadsheet to the Roanoke 
Public Libraries’ Virginia Room. 


That way, anybody with a loved 
one buried in Springwood will be 
able to find the grave site. 

“I think everybody ought to 
have the same chance to find their 
ancestors,” Bird said. “I would like 
to see that people know as much 
as we know.” 

Ann Bird chuckled that she 
became involved in the project 
because, “I’m married to him.” 
Then she added, “It just feels like 
the right thing to do.” 

The burial ground sits on 11 acres 
of land. Cars zip past the cemetery, 
their drivers likely oblivious to the 
interments of war veterans, preach- 
ers, mothers, grandmothers, fathers 
and grandfathers. 

In addition to his wife. Bird 
pulled his Scout troop in as rein- 
forcements. The youngsters collect 
trash while teens use hand saws to 
cut down locust trees. 


Some of the timber will be used 
in projects such as bridges at Scout 
camp in Pulaski County. 

One recent weekend, the Scouts 
spent a beautiful Saturday after- 
noon outdoors. But Springwood 
cemetery means more to them 
than just a merit badge. 

“People have forgotten about this 
place,” 12 -year- old Will Ostrom said 
as he rolled a tread-bare tire to the 
trash collection spot. 

“It’s just not right that people 
don’t know where people are bur- 
ied,” 11-year- old Bradley Maxwell 
said. The project is nearing its end 
for this season. Bird said, because 
as the weather warms, the forest 
begins growing again, making the 
surveying task difficult. 

“You do a little here or there,” 
said Bird, a soft-spoken man. “I’m 
not strong or fast, but I’m consis- 
tent.”

A S.D. man produces 
unique bratwurst 
flavors for every taste 

When Jon Frohling started mak- 
ing sausage just over a decade ago, 
it was considered over-the -top just 
to mix a little cheese or jalapeno 
pepper into a bratwurst. 

“Now it’s everything under the 
sun,” said Frohling, who operates 
Frohling Meats with his wife, Steph- 
anie. “Everything sells. The more 
off-the-wall it is, the more they’ve 
got to try it. It’s impulse.” 

Some of the bratwurst offerings 
in Frohling’s meat case are a testa- 
ment to this trend: macaroni and 
cheese, pineapple, sauerkraut, dill 
pickle, spicy mozzarella, green onion 
and cheesy hash brown. 

Frohling also produces jalapeno 
bacon, buffalo jerky and a summer 
sausage flavored with wild rice and 
cranberry. He has even created a 
breakfast brat with eggs mixed 



right into the casing. 

“People’s tastes are changing, 
because you never used to be able 
to do that,” Frohling said. 

His creations have won nearly 
200 awards — many of them in 


national contests. 

Frohling, a butcher’s son, took 
over the family business in 2000. It 
has grown into a processing plant 
and store in Hecla, S.D., a town of 
less than 300 residents just south

of the North Dakota border, and 
a satellite store in nearby Aber- 
deen. 

Making sausage is more art than 
science, Frohling said, and he’s had 
more than his share of trials and 
errors. But he’s reached a point 
where he can taste something and 
know which spice or ingredient 
would improve it. 

“It’s a God-given talent because 
I was not a college student or any- 
thing,” he said. “I just have a knack 
for this.” 

Mark Tilsen, president of 
Native American Natural Foods, 
chose Frohling to manufacture 
Tanka Bars, a 70 -calorie ener- 



gy bar made with South Dakota 
bison and Wisconsin cranberries. 
The bar is a modern-day spinoff 
of “wasna,” a food that sustained 
Dakota tribe members during long 
trips centuries ago. 

“I’ve met a lot of guys who smoke 
meat, but Jon Frohling is a real arti- 
san when it comes to the whole pro- 
cess,” Tilsen said. “And he not only 
understands the scientific part of it 
and the chemistry of what happens 
when you smoke meat, but when 
it comes to taste, texture, feel, his 
sense of quality and his production 
values and his overall values are just 
like the kind of guy you want to do 
business with.” 

Other than the Tanka Bars, meat 
produced at the Frohling’s plant is 
sold under the family name. 

Some of the more unusual con- 
coctions of Frohling Meats — such 
as the macaroni and cheese brats 
— are the products of young minds. 
Each year, the Frohlings invite 
third-graders to tour their facility 
and participate in a competition to 
see who can come up with a new 
sausage flavor. 

Kids are willing to take chanc- 
es, mixing in everything from pizza 
and tacos to ice cream and marsh- 
mallows, Frohling said. 

“And then they eat as much as 
they can possibly eat while they’re 
here, so it’s a good time,” he said.

Drugs in Water 

BARBARAS. MINSKER, professor of 
civil and environmental engineering 
and director of the Hydrology Group 
at the University of Illinois, was online 
Tuesday to discuss the investigation 
into and consumer concerns about 
pharmaceuticaisfound in drinking 
water in 24 cities in the U.S. 

How did the medications get into 
or water supply? 

The medications could get direct- 
ly into our water supply either by 
people directly flushing medicines 
or through their bodies the old- 


fashioned way! The wastewater is 
treated and usually discharged to 
surface water (rivers, lakes), where 
downstream it enters other water 
supplies. The treatments have not 
been designed to remove pharma- 
ceuticals, although I’m sure we will 
see moves to make that happen. 

Does boiling water have any affect 
on the drugs-in-water problem? 

Seems unlikely, since they are 
neither volatile chemicals (which 
would vaporize when heated) nor 
biological organisms (which would 
be killed when boiled). 

Do we need to start drinking bottled 
water instead of tap water? Is the 
bottled water free of contamination 


with medicinal drugs? 

No, there is no guarantee. Many of 
the bottled water companies just re- 
treat tap water to remove the chlo- 
rine and then sell it. There are far 
fewer regulations on bottled water, 
and I doubt their claims for “pure” 
sources are ever checked. Even pure 
sources could get mixed with newer 
water when wells are dug. 

Do on-the-spigot water filters do 
anything for this problem? 

I hear from my colleagues who study 
water treatment that they do not.

tionist, a break room with coffee 
and tea, and Wi-Fi. 

Lam has a virtual office. The 
idea isn’t new — it’s been around 
since the 1980s — but in recent 
years, the concept has grown rap- 
idly, with companies opening new 
locations all the time. 


There are as 
many types of 
virtual offic- 
es as there are 
businesses. 


Here’s how it works: For a 
monthly fee, you get a mailing 
address, someone to sign for your 
packages, a receptionist to forward 
your calls to a land line, cellphone 
or Blackberry, and other goodies 
— usually access to a conference 
room or work area, a copier and 
coffee. There are as many types of 
virtual offices as there are busi- 
nesses, from nurturing, collab- 
orative environments to showy, 
high-class buildings and impec- 
cably decorated spaces. For these 
services, you’ll pay from $75 to 
$300 per month. 

“This ... is probably nicer than 
what most of our clients have,” says 
Charlie Tramazzo of the Regus 
center he uses for his two -person 
marketing-to -nonprofits business. 
Kingdom Communications. Before 
he made the leap to virtual two years 
ago, he says, “We were in a [class] 
C building. The air conditioning 
didn’t work, the heat didn’t work, 
and we were paying 10 times what 


we pay now.” Tramazzo now works 
from home almost all the time, 
but he hops down to D.C. from 
Clarksburg, Md., meeting clients 
at a Regus facility just blocks from 
the White House. 

Regus was founded in Belgium 
30 years ago by a British entrepre- 
neur. The company now has more 
than 950 centers in 400 cities world- 
wide, making it the largest provider 
of outsourced — virtual and shared 
— office space in the world. Even so, 
Tom Chevins, a Regus senior vice 
president of sales and marketing, 
says the company is expanding by 20 


percent per year — and that January 
was a “record month” where virtual 
offices were concerned. 

There are reasons for this, 
Chevins says, such as how easy it 
is to get started (it’s just a matter of 
entering some data into a computer 
system, which takes about 15 min- 
utes), or how using a centralized 
phone system, rather than giving 
employees cellphones, gives busi- 
ness owners more control. 

Tramazzo has another thought. 
“I like chuckling when I listen to 
WTOP,” he says. “I just love not 
spending the time in the car. All

that time wasted ... was killing me. 
It would have to be something very 
drastic that would make me get on 
270 again to come to an office.” 


For small businesses, virtual 
offices offer advantages beyond nix- 
ing the commute. “We get as little or 
much as we need,” says Kevin Tucker, 
vice president of Tiboni Associates, 
a Harrisburg, Pa.-based public poli- 
cy firm. And, according to Chevins, 
office space is only 42 percent used 
— meaning that 60 percent of the 
time, business owners are paying 
for chairs nobody’s sitting in, lights 
nobody’s using and a copier sitting 
in standby mode. In addition, the 
flexibility — many virtual office 
solutions offer month-to -month 
payment plans — helps businesses 
that maybe expanding or changing. 
“We can’t afford to sign a five-year 
lease,” says Lam, owner of Zecontech 
and a virtual client at Teqcorner in 
McLean, Va., “and, plus, the num- 
ber of employees fluctuates.” 

And, at least in some instanc- 
es, virtual office space can foster 
creativity and growth. Teqcorner, 
for example, provides an incuba- 
tor-esque environment, where 
start-ups can get help applying for 
government contracts or network 
with each other. Lam says that the 
variety of businesses in Teqcorner’s 
center make it easy to tackle govern- 
ment projects that require a vari- 
ety of skills, with each business 
working on the part of the project 
it knows best. 

All said, however, there are some 
cases where going virtual might not 
be best for business. Mike McKean 
used a virtual office for his com- 
pany, the Knowland Group, briefly 
before moving from physical office 
to physical office. (He finally settled 
on a permanent office at Teqcorner 
last year.) “They nickel- and- dimed 
us,” he says of the virtual company, 
which he declined to name. 

Working at home can be lonely.

too. Lam says he initially thought 
his seven employees would love 
working from home, but “it turns 
out people do want to interact with 
each other.” Zecontech solved that 
problem by having everyone in for 
a meeting every other week. But for 
some businesses, more face-to-face 
time might be needed. 

Then, some folks believe you just 
don’t need the services. If you can 
work from home or from Starbucks, 
popping into the neighborhood copy 
shop to send faxes or photocopy 
the occasional document, maybe 
the extra expense is one you can 
afford to lose. 

“I don’t know that it would really 
make a difference to [clients] that 
you had some sort of prestigious 
address,” says Peter Bowerman, 
freelance writer and author of “The 
Well-Fed Writer.” “What’s far more 
important is just, ‘Can you get the 
job done?’ I tell people this all the 
time when they’re starting a new 
business and they’re wrestling 
with a name for their company or 
a business card design. My standard 
answer to that is, you know, you’re 
stalling.” He adds, “I’ve just always 
been cheap. I don’t feel like paying” 
for virtual office amenities. 

But even despite these objections, 
the virtual office industry is clearly 
growing, with the D.C. area being 
one of the centers of activity. In addi- 
tion to Regus and Teqcorner, other 


companies setting up facilities here 
include Intelligent Office, Preferred 
Offices, Davinci Virtual, and Metro 
Offices — the list continues, albeit 
with similarly bland names. Many 
of these companies opened their 
first location here within the last 
five years; many are still growing. 
Cheri Reid, a Metro Offices direc- 
tor of sales, says her company has 


opened another center every year 
since 2000. 

Most business owners are 
pleased with their virtual ser- 
vices. “It gives us a whole variety 
of advantages. It’s just perfect for 
us,” says Tramazzo, whose very real 
business, like so many others, has 
found a home among the bits and 
bytes of the Web. rachelkaufman

Cabinets, counters 
and cookware 
make kitchen 
designers happy 

Amy Pasek is poring over cabinet 
picks. Secretary of agriculture? 
Treasury? Nope — Pasek, a kitchen 
designer, is weighing heavy-grain 
oak against more expensive cherry 
and exotic sycamore. 

“I like space planning and 
layout and how things work and 
flow — the technical part of inte- 
rior design as well as the useful, 
aesthetic side,” says Pasek. At 
Jennifer Gilmer Kitchen & Bath 
in Bethesda, she’s surrounded by 
detailed binders on two dozen cur- 
rent renovation projects. 

Pasek didn’t envision a focus 
on kitchens back at Washington 
state’s Whitman College, where 
she majored in sociology. She 
worked in human resources and 
owned a personal- errand company 
in Rhode Island, then moved to 
Gaithersburg with her husband. 
She became a teacher’s aide at two 
elementary schools and a child- 
care center. 

“I loved the children I worked 
with,” she says, “but I always had 
a passion for design and color and 
art.” That suggested serious career 
change. 

But what to do? Pasek turned to 
a career counselor. Graphic design 
and interior design were possibili- 
ties, but with the latter Pasek wor- 
ried that she’d be “jumping on the 
bandwagon” led by TV shows about 
redoing houses in two days. 

Realizing she was both visu- 
al and tactile — “I like things 
I can touch” — Pasek, now 33, 
looked at Marymount University 
and the Corcoran but gravitated 
toward Montgomery College’s 
interior-design program, part 
of its Department of Applied 
Technologies in Rockville. 

“Proximity was a big reason, as 
was affordable cost, and I knew 
Montgomery College had a great 
reputation,” she says. “I already had 
a bachelor’s, so getting a two-year 
AAS degree was fine.” 

Her first day of class in 2003, 



Pasek found the students diverse 
and the course work rigorous: “I 
knew I was in the right place for 
the right thing.” 

That could take sever- 
al paths at MC, whose 
interior-design pro- 
gram offers an asso- 
ciate degree (about 
half general educa- 
tion) and an associate 
in applied science (about 
one -third general education) 
— which has a new track affiliat- 
ed with the National Kitchen & 
Bath Association. Introductory 
and advanced certificates cover 
just interior design, everything 
from color theory to knowledge 
of furniture, fixtures and lighting 
to technical drawing and business 
practices. 

“Logical and levelheaded people 
do well here,” says program coor- 
dinator Pamela Gragg (pamela.g 
ragg(gmontgomerycollege.edu or 
240-567-7597). 

Pasek fits the description. In 
April 2005, she dropped a resume at 
Jennifer Gilmer, a high-end, award- 
winning design firm. Aproject man- 
ager who had attended MC alerted 
Gilmer, who e-mailed Pasek before 
she’d even reached home: “When 
can you come in?” Pasek had a job 
before her May graduation.

Not in design, though. Her 
first month was mainly com- 
paring Gilmer’s custom cabinet 
designs with the specifics of the 
orders. Then came pricing cabine- 
try, doing appliance specs, attend- 
ing client meetings, and helping 
clients choose tile and stone. 

“I pretty much learned proj- 
ect-management skills on the 
job,” says Pasek. She moved up 
to being a project manager for 
Gilmer’s renovations, and last 
July she started taking on her 
own clients. 

“I get to make my own design 
decisions with them,” she says. “I 
love helping people visualize and 
achieve their goals. Six or eight 
months down the road, I get to 
walk into what I’d envisioned on 
paper. The relatively quick turn- 
around gives a great sense of 
accomplishment. 

“And a happy client makes for 
a happy Amy.” 

Another thing that makes 
her happy is control over her 
day. Pasek works 40 to 50 hours 
per week, often without a lunch 
break: “I believe in personal time 
to recharge, so I’m as efficient as 
possible when I’m here.” 

Because every project is dif- 
ferent, there’s something new to 
do and learn each day. At some 
point, Pasek says, she could see 
herself doing commercial design 
— of retail stores, restaurants or 
bars. She’ll also consider getting 
NKBA certification for additional 
credibility, “but I need more time 
in the field to get experience.” 

Though starting pay in interior 
design is low, income varies wide- 
ly. Gragg says MC grads typically 
begin at $35,000 to $40,000. A 
project manager’s median salary is 
$70,000, she says, and designers at 
kitchen/bath showrooms that pay 
on commission can make $90,000 
to $200,000 per year. 

Pasek went low-cost when plan- 
ning her own kitchen remodel a year 
and a half ago. Her house came with 
poorly painted white cabinets; now 
it has dark cabinets up to the nine- 
foot ceilings plus granite counter- 
tops, an oak floor, a tumbled marble 
backsplash, under- cabinet lighting, 
and a new gas line for the range. 
She did the design, and her hus- 
band and in-laws spent weekends 
on the labor. 

“It’s small but very efficient,” 
Pasek says proudly. “We were done 
in less than a month.” ellen ryan

Area schools help 
prep for Project 
Management 
Professional test 

When the biometric company 
Thomas Gardner, 49, worked for 
seemed to be careening toward 


bankruptcy last fall, he dove for the 
classifieds. He figured that with 25 
years of experience in project man- 
agement, he could take his pick of 
new jobs. 

But the more Gardner combed 
through job listings, the more three 
words kept popping out at him: 
Project Management Professional, 
better known as PMP. Gardner 


quickly deduced that companies 
weren’t content with candidates 
boasting just field experience. 
They wanted applicants with a 
credential. “I didn’t have certifi- 
cation, but the market was valu- 
ing that,” Gardner says. 

Eager to get some bites when he 
sent out his resume, Gardner, who 
has a bachelor’s degree in business

management from George Mason 
University, decided to take the 
exam that would earn him those 
three letters after his name. He 
Googled prep courses and found 
the PMP Certification prep course 
at Fairfax County Public Schools 
Adult and Community Education 
(FCPSACE). 

Instructor Jothi K. Murugan, 
MCA, MS, MBA, PMP, has his stu- 
dents view the class, which is held 
on five successive Saturdays from 
8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m, pretty much 
the same as they’d view a project. 
The main objective is to equip stu-

dents to pass the certification exam. 
A timeline keeps them on track, and 
there are costs along the way, such 
as class tuition and materials. “By 
the time they finish the course, 
they’ll be fully prepared to take 
the exam,” Murugan says. 

Project Management is essen- 
tially the art of organizing and 
managing resources to complete 
a project within a defined scope, 
quality, time and cost constraints. 
As the art transforms more and 
more into a serious field of study, 
hiring managers are seeking proof 
that project managment candi- 
dates know their stuff. “We try to 
hire people with PMP certifica- 
tion,” says Peter Francisco, man- 
ager of staffing and recruiting for 
Mantech MBI, an IT firm based 
in Herndon, Va. “It’s driven by our 


clients. Our government client has 
been requesting it.” 

As that credential grows in 
importance, project managers 
can expect their salaries to climb 
after they’ve received it. According 
to the PMI, PMPs earn $11,000 
more than their non-credentialed 
counterparts. The median salary 
in the U.S. for PMPs was $100,000 
in 2007, while those lacking those 
extra three letters earned only 
$89,000. Add 10 years of expe- 
rience, and PMPs might earn as 
much as $117,000. 

And people in the held are pay- 
ing attention: As of December 2007, 
there were 267,637 global credential 
holders, compared to just 10,041 10 
years ago. In the U.S., there were 
135,309 credential holders by the 
end of 2007 (there aren’t regional 
numbers for 1998). 

At the first FCPS ACE ses- 
sion, Murugan, 32, reviews the 
exam eligibility requirements— 
no point in taking the class if you 
can’t test when it’s done. The first 
is 35 hours of project management- 
related classroom hours. Of the 16 
students who showed up, eight had 
to leave when they discovered that 
the prep course would not count 
toward those hours. 

In addition to the 35 hours, PMP 
aspirants with a bachelor’s degree 
in project management must have 
three years of experience in the held, 
including 4,500 hours leading and 
directing projects. Those without a 
four-year college degree must have 
at least five years of experience in 
the field, including 7,500 hours 
leading and directing projects. 

“Students are full-time project 
managers,” says Murugan, who has 
worked in project management for

10 years. 

After determining which stu- 
dents are ineligible for the course 
(and sending them home), Mumgan 
talks those remaining through the 
application process, sending them 
home with instructions to apply for 
the exam that week. Students have 
a year from the date of application 
to sit for the exam, but Murugan 
recommends they take it as soon 
as possible so they don’t lose the 
“momentum they’ve gained over 
the last five weeks,” he says. 

Students apply through the 
Project Management Institute — 
the only organization to offer the 
PMP credential. Headquartered 
in Newtown, Pa., the institute is 
globally recognized for provid- 
ing the standards in the field. “All 
the Fortune 500 companies look 
to the PMI for the industry stan- 
dard,” Murugan says.

Murugan’s sessions go into the 
the nuts and bolts of what it takes to 
organize and manage people: knowl- 
edge areas, such as howto keep costs 
down and quality of work up, and 
process groups, such as starting the 
project and keeping track of it. It’s 
all part of learning how a project is 
planned, executed and closed. 

Each Saturday of the course, stu- 
dents take notes in the morning and 
divide into teams in the afternoon to 
answer questions similar to those they 
can expect to see on the exam. Some 
questions are knowledge-based, such 
as defining theories. Others are sit- 
uational: What would you do if you 
discovered that the schedule for the 
project was unrealistic? All questions 
are multiple-choice. 

Kathy Thomas particular- 
ly appreciated the teamwork. “I 
liked the interaction with the 
people, getting different perspec- 
tives, explaining how they arrived 
at the answer,” said the 50 -year- 
old program manager for defense 
contractor Phoenix Inc. 

Thomas decided to take the class 
to gain insight into her field and

increase her value at work, poten- 
tially leading to more contracts for 
her company. “I thought it would 
help in my current position to have 
the credential,” says Thomas, who 
has worked in project management 
for 10 years. “Many companies are 
looking for that credential; job list- 
ings now ask about [it]. In govern- 
ment, if people have it, that goes a 
long way to securing a government 
contract.” 

The last week of Murugan’s 
class, students take a mock exam 
that simulates the real thing — basi- 
cally four hours of continuous test- 
ing. Then Murugan evaluates their 
competence and suggests strengths 
and weaknesses. 

Four of the eight students passed 
the test within a week of finishing 
the course, Murugan said, and 
another two passed within a month. 
“They exactly followed the class plan 
and it really worked. They really felt 
that the structure and timeline were 
effective.” 

Thomas passed the exam Dec. 7 
and is glad she took the class. “I still 
had to do some prep on my own, but 
[the class] pointed me in the right 
direction for things to study.” 

Gardner passed the exam Dec. 
4 and credits the credential with 
securing him the position as man- 
agement analyst with the federal 
contractor he’s currently awaiting 
security clearance for (and hence 
would rather not name). He says the 
class was helpful in readying him 
for the big test. “The instructor was 
well prepared for the items on the 
exam that would be emphasized,” 
he says, sara kruger

Howto Sell 
The Course 


Professors use 
unusual class 
titles to attract 
students’ interest 

Julie Kirsch could have called her 
philosophy course at Marymount 
University in Arlington County, 
well, philosophy. Dozens of college 
catalogues are filled with History of 
Philosophy, Logic of Philosophy and 
Ethics of Philosophy courses. 

But Kirsch thinks titles matter. 
So, her class — about the social and 
moral questions surrounding the 
shady side of government through 
the prisms of utilitarianism, virtue 
ethics and Kantianism — is called 
Lies and Secrets. 

“The hope is that it will also 
pique students’ interest, making 
them want to know more and dig 
deeper,” Kirsch said. 

Colleges love to brag about how 
fascinating their classes are, but it 
isn’t always easy to tell by brows- 
ing a list of course names. They 
are assuredly straightforward: A 
course titled “The Nominalism/ 
Realism Debate, Part I: Plato and 
Aristotle” speaks for itself. 


Courses are usually named by 
the professors who create them, who 
are generally seeking easy classifica- 
tion, administrators say. But Joe A. 
Oppenheimer, a government and 
politics professor at the University of 
Mar}4and at College Park, has another 
explanation for the often dry titles: 

“Because the teachers are bor- 
ing,” joked Oppenheimer, who 
named an honors course “Why 
Is It So Hard to Have Good 
Government?” 

American University professor 
Roberta Rubenstein named her 
women’s literature class “A Room of 
One’s Own: Women and Literature” 
when she created the class 30 years 
ago, seeking “a thematic hook” to 
entice students with the reference to 
Virginia Woolf’s “A Room of One’s 
Own.” Today, she said, students 
don’t always recognize the Woolf 
allusion, but the course title still 
intrigues them. 

Students say a little title cre- 
ativity can draw them in. “If I’m 
going for core requirements, it 
may not matter, but if it’s some- 
thing I can actually choose to take, 
it would,” said Chris Chambers, 
19, a junior at UMd. valerie strauss

With shaking hands, Micah Goring, 
29, puckers up a duck confit-filled 
crepe and ties it into a neat little 
purse with a strip of scallion. His 
cheeks flushed, he perches it on a 
bed of greens while his cooking 
partner, Adrian Lee, 22, gets ready 
to carry the plate out into the class- 
room. A teaching assistant, Jennifer 
Tye, shouts at Lee, “Move. ... You 


have 20 seconds left!” 

The message since classes began 
last July has been clear: If you 
can’t stand the heat, don’t study at 
LAcademie de Cuisine, much less 
dream of a career in the kitchen. 

Goring, stocky and low-key, 
with an easy laugh, left a six-year 
career with the Air Force that grew 
too administrative toward the end. 
“It was a different kind of pressure 
... meeting timelines and stuff like 
that,” he says, comparing his last job, 
working on the computer network 
at Bolling Air Force Base, to the 
intensity of cooking school. 

The pressure in the kitchen has 


Train for a career as 
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proven to be a lot more dramatic. 
Today, as on most Fridays, the stu- 
dents have an “Iron Chef ’-style chal- 
lenge. Divided into teams of two, the 
class must create a meal based on 
three ingredients chosen by their 
teacher, Patrice Olivon, former exec- 
utive chef at the French Embassy 
and a one-time “Iron Chef” contes- 
tant.

sauce. “That’s going to be disgust- 
ing-looking,” he tells them. They 
quickly decide to serve the hollan- 
daise on the side. 

Goring’s interest in cooking was 


roused only in the past few years. 
“This is really cheesy sounding,” he 
says, “but I started watching the Food 
Network.” He fell for “Emeril Live” 
and Paula Been, and “started read- 
ing all the books I could find about 
what it was like to be a cook and 
what it was like to be in the kitch- 
en” ( “Heat,” “Kitchen Confidential” 
and “The Soul of a Chef”), “and the 
more I read about it, the more fas- 
cinating it sounded; and the more 
people tried to talk me out of it, the 
more I wanted to do it.” 

Although the instructors at 
L’Academie don’t exactly try to 
talk the students out of the profes- 
sion, they do warn them constantly 
about how spirit- crushing restau- 
rant kitchens can be. 

Much of the drama here takes 
place in the classroom’s adjacent 
kitchen, a large room filled with 


work stations and a long row of 
industrial ovens, where on this cold, 
rainy morning the students labor in 
near-silent intensity. With two hours 
left to create his team’s extravagant 
meal. Goring pulls a pot off the stove. 
It’s filled with coffee beans floating 
in barbecue sauce, which will go with 
the duck. He’s nervous about today, 
he says, tasting the mixture with a 
plastic spoon. “Last week, we over- 
cooked the tenderloin.” 

It’s 12:30 p.m., and time’s up. 
First- course plates are rushed into 
the classroom next door. The stu- 
dents sit or stand quietly, watching 
the three judges wielding their forks, 
tasting each dish of each course, 
then pronouncing their verdicts in 
turn. The judges nearly swoon over 
team I’s steak with cherry bourbon 
sauce: One says, “the balance of 
sweet, salt, sour, etc., is perfect.” 


But it’s not Goring’s day. 
Comments on the duck confit salad 
include: “It doesn’t do anything for 
me. ... The crepe is too wet. ... The 
duck is dry.” Olivon says the bacon 
is overcooked. 

The dessert, at least, passes 
muster: The caramel cage is a 
pretty touch. 

Goring’s reaction is respectful, 
offering a “Thank you, chef,” for 
every critique. 

He expects to graduate in June, 
hopes to own his own restaurant 
someday and, despite all the grim 
warnings, has few doubts about his 
chosen career so far. “It’s the per- 
fect balance of hard physical activ- 
ity. It’s mentally challenging. I don’t 
really know how to put it in words, 
actually. ... There’s something about 
it. It just kind of gets ahold of you.”

Eye on the Storm 


Training helps 
residents identify 
the early signs of 
severe weather 

When severe weather threatens 
Loudoun County, the latest radar 
and satellite technology comes in 
handy. 

And so will about 50 new “storm 
spotters.” 

The group of weather buffs, 
911 dispatchers, community vol- 
unteers, and fire and rescue offi- 
cials attended a class in Leesburg 
last month on how to identify early 
signs of severe weather. Howard 
Silverman, senior forecaster for 
the Baltimore -Washington office 


of the National Weather Service 
in Sterling, led the session at the 
Loudoun County Fire and Rescue 
Training Center with one mission: 
to bring more storm spotters into 
the fold. 

“You are the most valuable 
resource in the severe -weather 
warning process,” Silverman said 
during the training course, called 
Skywarn Basics 1. 

Chris Strong, a Weather Service 
meteorologist involved with the 
program, said people drawn to 
the classes are typically interested 
in weather, amateur radio or pub- 
lic service. 

“It’s certainly people who have 
an interest in weather, but people 
who are looking to help their com- 
munities as well,” he said. 


For the Weather Service, the goal 
is to build a network of “weather 
spies” who will share information 
about weather patterns in their 
area. Strong said. 

“The purpose is to have eyes on 
the clouds to let us know of some- 
thing we might not see on radar or 
satellite or the other observation 
systems that we have,” he said. 

Although most of those attend- 
ing the Feb. 4 class were from 
Loudoun, some had traveled from 
as far away as Frederick, Md. 

Silverman’s three-hour presenta- 
tion explained how to detect severe 
weather, report conditions to the 
Weather Service and respond to 
dangerous situations. 

Participants were given wallet- 
size cards that listed the criteria for 
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severe weather and a phone num- 
ber to call in reports. Spotters are 
asked to call at the first sign of tor- 
nadoes, funnels, hail, heavy rain, 
flooding, high winds, and ice and 
snow accumulation. Any damage 
tied to weather, such as a fallen 
tree after high winds, should also 
be reported. 

Often, Silverman said, peo- 
ple don’t report what they see 
because they assume someone 
else has reported it. 

“If everybody’s assuming that 
someone’s doing it, nobody’s doing 
it,” he said. 

The class lasted until 10 p.m. 
Francine Jones, a participant, said 
the late evening was worth it.

understands the danger of severe 
weather. She once was struck by 
lightning while in her car. She said 
she attended the class to learn how 
to alert people during emergencies 
— and because she’s a member of 
Loudoun’s Medical Reserve Corps, 
the county’s Community Emergency 
Response Team and the Loudoun 
chapter of the American Red 
Cross. 

“There’s a difference between 
doing something because you 
have to and because you want to,” 
she said. “Volunteering gives you a 
good feeling.” 

After completing the Basics I 
class, the volunteer storm spot- 
ters are given a spotter ID, entered 
into a Weather Service database 


and contacted if forecasters need 
information about a particular 
location. 

The agency usually has two or 
three such classes in Loudoun each 
year. Basics I is the prerequisite for 
other courses, including Basics II, 
flooding (scheduled for April 1) 
and tropical weather (scheduled 
for June 3). 

Evan Foster, 15, of Ashburn came 
to the class with his father, Allan 
Foster. The two recently completed 
a Community Emergency Response 
Team class and were taking the 
Skywarn class as a follow-up. 

“I thought it was good,” Evan 
said. “It had a lot of information, 
and we’re going to do the next class.”

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Nothing gained? 
Local start-up 
goes from idea to 
investment target 

By the time he arrived at Virginia 
Tech in January 2004, Fahad 
Hassan still was not over his first 
business failure. He had poured his 
heart into a computer support busi- 
ness in his final year of high school, 
but after a promising few months 
the customers dried up and the 
expenses ballooned. 

Then, in the summer after his 
junior year at Virginia Tech, inspi- 
ration struck. The Gaithersburg 
student pulled out a notebook — a 
brown diary where he’d write per- 
sonal notes and paste motivational 
messages — and started to sketch 
a Web site. 

He imagined a social network- 
ing place, featuring the friend- 
linked-to -friend aspects of such 
popular destinations as Facebook 
and MySpace. But his site would 
mix in course management software 
favored by schools and colleges. 

Last year, that idea became 
a company called Daylert, with 
Hassan as its 21-year-old chief 
executive. 

Regardless of a businessper- 
son’s age, getting a start-up off 
the ground is a risky proposition. 
Researchers at the University of 
Maryland recently examined the 
fate of venture capital- seeking 
Internet companies started at the 
height of the technology boom in 
the late 1990s. Only half existed 
five years later. 

Yet young entrepreneurs like 
Hassan persist, and they’ve become 
an enduring dot-com archetype. 

Hassan “reminded me of the 
early days of the Internet where it 
was digital natives: the people who 
grew up with technology who saw 
the future,” said April Young, a 
prominent local technology bank- 
er who has tried to help Hassan 
build his company. 

Hassan’s decision to create 
Daylert was spur of the moment, 
inspired by “Pay It Forward,” a 
movie about a young boy who starts

a social philanthropic movement. 

“At the time, I was not a social 
networking guy. I thought Facebook 
was a waste of time. Then I got on 
and I thought, ‘Why not create an 
atmosphere where kids can get 
their work and answer some of 
their social needs?’ “ 

Hassan set about building a pro- 
totype site. He called Bill Schafer, 
owner of a software firm where 
Hassan worked in high school. 
Schafer hooked him up with Bill 
Rubacky, who had worked at a 
Bethesda software firm called Epok 
and had experience in the Web 2.0 
space. Rubacky was skeptical. 

“It really didn’t sound that inter- 
esting,” Rubacky said. “Everybody’s 
trying to be the next Facebook.” 

He, nevertheless, agreed to give 
Hassan 30 minutes of his time. The 
meeting lasted four hours. 

Not everyone was as easily won 
over by Hassan’s vision. “He only saw 
his product from a user standpoint. 
There was no business model,” John 
Burke, a partner at venture capi- 
tal firm True Ventures, said. “My 
skepticism revolved around: ‘How 
is he going to make money around 
this?”’ 

Hassan found a more receptive 
ear in Scott Birnbaum. Rubacky 


introduced Hassan to Birnbaum, 
an Epok co-founder in his late 20s 
who was getting his first investment 
fund off the ground. 

“I saw an opportunity to help 
him navigate the difficulties of 
building a company,” Birnbaum 
said. “It’s a roller-coaster ride. You 
start out and get pumped about 
your idea. You do research, and

you realize there are probably five 
or 10 people out there doing the 
same thing.” 

Eventually, a business model 
emerged. Hassan decided to try 
to gain enough of a following that 
advertisers would find the site entic- 
ing. Birnbaum decided to take the 
risk, writing a check for $500,000 
to fund Daylert through 2007. 

Daylert opened in May 2007, 
borrowing space in Epok’s offices. 
Then the hard work began: building 
the site and seeing whether people 
would use it. 

Epok contracted out six employ- 
ees — Web developers ages 29 to 55 
— to Daylert. One afternoon last 
fall, the developers gathered with 
Hassan in a conference room at 
the office, divvying up tasks for 
building parts of the Daylert site. 
A test version had launched for 
a few hundred users at Virginia 
Tech, Fordham Law and Radford 
University. 

Hassan asked the developers to 
build a chat function, so two users 
could send messages to each other. 
He had spotted a similar function 
on Facebook the night before and 
wanted to see it on Daylert. 

“We don’t need chat right now. 
It’s not necessary,” said developer 
Chandra Danam, 37, who wanted 
to focus on core features such as 
the calendar. 

“I’d like to see chat,” Hassan 
said. “Let’s do it.” 

The back-and-forth continued 
for a few minutes. Hassan won the 
argument. 

“You’ve got to have certain pro- 
cesses in place,” developer Steve 
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Green, 41, said. “He didn’t always 
know what it would take to put 
something together. What should 
I expect from someone who’s never 
done this before?” 

Hassan said he’s learning. 

“A lot of it was impatience on 
my part. I wanted to catch up in 
terms of the product and the mar- 
ket share,” he said. 

By the early winter, Daylert 
had matured into a usable site. 
Students had their own pages, 
which would list their class sched- 
ules and would be viewable by their 
friends. Professors could upload syl- 
labi, and both students and profes- 
sors could keep track of who was 
registered for classes. 

But Hassan faced two hurdles if 


he wanted his company to survive. 
He needed more capital to build and 
market the site so he could attract 
more users. But he also needed more 
users so he could earn advertising 
revenue and, therefore, attract 
more capital. 

He took a trip to Silicon Valley 
but came back empty-handed. 

“They want to know how you’re 
going to make them money and how 
quickly,” he said. “It’s a little frus- 
trating that they don’t really care 
about my vision.” 

Hassan travels to school after 
school to market the site. He said 
Daylert already has 3,000 users and 
garners 200,000 page views per 
month, active at about 10 schools. 
But he realizes that figure has to 
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grow — and fast. 

“If we’re not at 150,000 users by 
the end of the year, we’re in trouble,” 
Hassan said.

Universities, which have already 
invested time and money in com- 
peting products such as Blackboard 


course management software, have 
been hesitant to adopt a competing 
product. 

“What really seals the deal 
for faculty is student demand. 
... Faculty respond to that,” said 
Brian Britt, a Virginia Tech pro- 
fessor who received a presentation 
on Daylert from Hassan. 

Hassan openly acknowledged 
that he wants this venture to make 
him a multimillionaire. But he claims 
— and has long told associates — that 
he has higher motives. 

“Islam has a very negative vibe 
in the country. I want people to 
realize I’m a Muslim doing this,” 
Hassan said, adding that he wants 
to use his potential riches to sup- 
port Bangladesh. 


On a recent evening, Hassan 
did what he most needs to do as a 
young chief executive: Take advice 
from others. 

He went to a Washington 
Capitals hockey game at Verizon 
Center as part of the MindShare 
program, a local forum for estab- 
lished technology entrepreneurs to 
help start-ups. Before the game, 
he listened to AOL vice chairman 
emeritus Ted Leonsis speak about 
entrepreneurship. 

Hassan sat a few rows up as 
one of 40 people hoping to be 
in charge of the next great tech- 
nology company. Most of them 
were 10 or more years his senior.
